Edward C. Treacy, former Cana- 
dian soldier, who escaped from the 
asylum at Lexington about two weeks 
ago, and was caught near Kiddville 
in this county, and returned lo the 
institution, has again made his get- 
away. 

When he was returned after having 
i ,^Se Wis getaway from the hospital 
full, Treacy told attendants "You're 
not going to hold me," despite the 
fact that he was placed in the most 
secure part of the institution, the 
violent ward. Another man escaped 
at the same time, but was recap- 
tured shortly afterward by guards 
from the hospital. 

Treacy, who is a yonng man, not 
yet thirty years old, was first com- 
mitted to an asylum eight years ago, 
and since that time has made several 
escapes from Kentucky and Califor- 
nia asylnma. Before America entered 
the world war he escaped from a 
California state institution and made 
his way across the border to Canada, 
where he joined the Canndian army 
and went through some of the heavi- 
est fighting in France. Returning to 
^Kentucky about two years age, he 
•was committed to the Eastern State 
*■ Hospital, and was permitted to work 
on the hospital farm.

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WOMAN TOURS THE SOUTH 

FOR LEAGUE OF NATIONS 

Mr«. Ida MeGlone Gibson, who has 
boon making an extended tour 
j through Georgia in the interest of 
the League of Nations, met with an 
enthusiastic reception. To the Atlanta 
Constitution Mrs. Oih»on said: 

"With the signal that the League 
of Nations was signed, the sun burst 
through the clouds for the first time 
that misty day. The fountain played 
for the first time in the Versailles 
gardens since the war began, and 
music resounded everywhere. And I 
knew that the glad tidings were that 
moment reaching the world and that 
the greatest pence message since the 
Sermon on the Mount. 

"And to think thnt though we were 
the first to sign it, we are the last to 
ratify it. Every nntion has signed 
the message except this one. But do 
we blame the American people? No; 
I do not accept the fact that a few 
politicians invested with authority 
which they use for selfish aims rep- 
resent the people of my country, 
America, which gave Pershing's army 
to the world. 

"If I thought those obstructing 
politicians represented the people of 
(his country, I should say that evtry 
l.ov who died in France died in Vain, 
but they did not die in vain. The 
people of this country are not rep- 
resented by the obstructionists who 
hold back the hand of the American 
people in ratifying the greatest of 
messages, which the League of Na- 
tions represents."
